On the way to Brixton Prison De 
Stamier éaid that he and another man 
entered the house, and as the bedroom 
door opened the hall clock struck the 
half hour, awaking the Captain. “He 
moved his hand along the pillow, and 
it wes understood that he had a re- 
volver there,” ran De Stamier’s state- 
ment, “My partner did not wait for 
anything else, but etruck Capt. Tighe’ 
several blows on the head with the 
dining Toom ker, which caused 
Capt. Tigho bo fall forward and strike 
his head on the fireplace. We 
searched the house and left Winkfield 
odge at 4 a,m.”—* There ig only that 
statement of prisoner’s,” said counsel, 
“to. show that he was not atone.
